TNE OBJECTS OF THE KOREAN 
DISTURBANCE, 


(Translated from ths Jijt Shimpo) 

The objects of the Dokuriten-to or Tndepen- 
dance Party, in Koren, wore, simply to aasist 
Hin Roya? Majosty the King iu his admit: 
tion, and to make Korea an independent, civilized 
country. Che originators of this scheme were 
Pale. Yong-hyo, Hong Yong-sik, Kim Ok-kyun, 
So Kwang-pom, and other eminent men of 
fimilor priucipls. Thoygh thoy sotually an- 
joyed the confidence {of the. King, they had 
neithor pecuniary resources nor military powor, 
and no opportunity was afforded ‘to them of 
carrying ont thoir’ wn ouds. Tho gradual in- 
crease of the Jidai-to, ‘buth in official circles and 
in private sociaty, at last raised iv, the minds of 
the Independent party donbisasto thoir own safe- 
ty, and they embarked on thoit recent onterprise, 
trasting.unietly to fortune, and relying on the 
saying, that ¢ ha who moves first wins tho game.” 
The matter having ‘so shaped itself, the King 
dckiberately approved the action of the Indepen- 
dence Party ondinvestod thiom with the supreme 
powor of administration, Tho. New Gavérn 
mont, however, remained ib power only for three - 
days after the 4th diy of thia month; their seat | 
of government being attacked by the:Chinese | 
troops, and the King being ultingtely taken ont 
of their charge.
